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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
5/2/2012 has been entered. 

Status of Ciaims 

Claims 1-6, 8-10, 12-32, 35-36, 38-41, and 43-47 have been cancelled; claims 
48-52 are added as new claims; claims 7, 1 1 , 33, and 42 have been amended; and 
claims 7, 1 1 , 33, 34, 37, 42, and 48-52 remain for examination, wherein claims 33, 48, 
51 , and 52 are independent claims. 

Status of tiie Previous Rejections 

The previous rejection of claims 1 , 7, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 4, and 1 9-21 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sue et al (US 2006/0222853, thereafter, 
PG'853) in view of JP 05-156301 (From abstract and machine translation, thereafter 
JP'301) and Nakamura et al (US 5,934,542, thereafter US'542) has been withdrawn in 
view of the the amendment/remarks filed on 5/2/2012. 

The previous rejection of claims 13, 33, 34, 37, 41 , and 42 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sue et al (US 2006/0222853, thereafter. 
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PG'853) in view of JP'301 and US'542 and further in view of JP 10-284547 (Abstract, 
figure, and table, tliereafter JP'547) lias been witlidrawn in view of tine tine 
amendment/remarks filed on 5/2/2012. 



Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in this 
application because the drawings (Fig. 2-8 on page 1-5) filed on 1/31/2000 include 
unnecessary marks, "SMITH BITS" (Fig. 1-3), and wrong Fig. series numbers (there is 
no Fig.1). Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent 
draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer 
prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7, 1 1 , 33, 34, 37, 42, and 48-52 are allowed. The following is a statement 
of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding independent claims 33, 48, 51 , and 52, Sue et al (PG'853) teaches 
the metal in WG-M can be choose the same Go or Go alloy as binder, it can be two 
phases construction. The metal in WG-M of PG'853 will form alloy with binder alloy 
during bonding process because high temperature re-melting. JP'301 in view of US'542 
teaches mixing Super INVAR powder and a ceramic powder in 75:25 to 25:75 mixture 
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and the mixture is sintered. However, tine recorded prior arts do not teacli at least one of 
tine plurality of cutting inserts has an outer formation engaging surface including a 
cermet material for rotary cone rock bit (claims 33 and 51) or drill bit (claims 48 and 52). 
The applied two phases material (tungsten carbide grains plus binder alloy with 10- 
30wt% Co) has designedcoefficienr of thermal expension.
